The 300 colorful prayer flags Michelle Huggins 
made for participants and supporters to hang on the 
beach were gone in no time, and people continued to 
arrive at the beach well after the last flag was hung. 

Some gathered by the bonfire whose flames, 
fed by large wooden pallets, sent intense thermal 
waves of heat into the air and distorted everything in 
the background. Others took cover inside the heated 
tent, where the check-in and donation drop-off station 
was located and where hot refreshments and cupcakes 
could be purchased, with proceeds going to the BAM 
Foundation, an organization that offers financial 
assistance to local families with a loved one who is 
battling cancer. 

Last year, the Polar Plunge brought in almost 
$10,000 in fundraising, and organizers say this year's 
event was equally successful, with more people plunging 
and more people showing up to support the plungers and 
the cause. 

On the count of five, and with a loud "Happy 
New Year/ 7 the plungers raced down the beach toward the 
water, flailing and flinging themselves forward, screaming 
and shrieking like wild animals as they sprinted so fast 
their feet looked like they were running on water. 

They ran and ran and ran - for what seemed like a 
long time - sending splashes in every direction until they 
reached water deep enough to submerge themselves. It 
was low tide, after all. 

One run wasn't enough for six people who 
went back for a second plunge, and one-time plungers 7 
chattering jaws dropped in disbelief at the sight of them. 

"No one here is claiming to be smart/ 7 said 
second-runner Corey Boucher of New Bedford as he dried 
himself off on the beach. 

Candice Cobbs said, "Fm cold, but Fd do it 
again/ 7 after she made the plunge with her group wearing 
tutus and homemade tee shirts sporting the letters "C.S.I. 77 
(cancer sucks immensely).

"Next year we'll throw him in," said Rickson 
jokingly, motioning to the baby Rickson won the prize for 
the individual collecting the most funds for the event. He 
raised over $300 on his own. 

A group of five Greek gods and goddesses 
dressed in togas, with some sporting wings, won the 
prize for best costume. Ken Rogers of Fairhaven went as 
Hermes, Lori Watkins of Marion went as Athena, John 
Nelson of Dartmouth dressed up as Bacchus, David 
Martin of Cohasset dressed as Hercules, and Jackie 
Francisco went as Medusa. 

Francisco explained that they each chose a god 
or goddess that best represented their personalities. For 
example, Rogers is an avid runner, so he chose the god of 
running.

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way/ 7 said Francisco. 

Karolyn Dunham of Fairhaven, along with several 
other friends and family members, wore bright tee shirts 
that read "Team Alexa" in support of her daughter Alexa, 
age 13, whose cancer is now in remission. 

"We're doing this for her today/ 7 said Dunham, 
looking toward a smiling Alexa. "She's gone through so 
much. We can suffer for five seconds." 

Michelle Huggins, organizer of the event, 
snapped photos and cheered the participants rather than 
taking the plunge herself. 

"I never plunge. I just promote," said Huggins. 
"I don't even really plunge in August." She continued, "I 
think [plungers] have the same kind of personality, like 
the adrenaline personality, like Will." 

Huggins 7 s husband, William, has been battling 
cancer for five years. While he was in treatment, the 
Huggins family received financial assistance from the 
BAM Foundation, and this event is their way of paying it 
forward. 

He took the plunge that morning and, after 
experiencing post-plunge incoherency, commented in a 
follow-up email: 

"Were it not for the community coming 
together. . .1 would have lost my house and business. My 
eyes still well up at the thought of how wonderful my 
community is." 

Mr. Huggins said the event could not have 
taken place without the generosity of so many people 
in the community. The Town of Mattapoisett waived 
all permitting fees, Turk's Seafood donated shrimp and 
chowder, Sperry's Tent donated the tent, Uncle Jon's 
donated coffee and cocoa, and Chase Canopy contributed 
tables and coffee urns. 

The Inn on Shipyard Park donated some of the 
proceeds of the after party to the BAM Foundation, and 
the Buzzard's Bay Brewery donated beer for the party.

Marion Man Still Missing

Officials and volunteers continue to search for 
Dana Dourdeville since he disappeared on December 
31, but efforts so far have yielded no clues about what 
happened to the young man or to his whereabouts. 

The 21 year-old Marion resident was last seen 
wearing brown pants and a red life jacket when he left 
his house alone at 2:00 pm on New Year's Eve to go duck 
hunting off West Island in Fairhaven. 

His mother's worries began when he failed to 
return home after sundown. During the search for her 
son, she found his van still parked in the West Island 
Town Beach parking lot. At that point, she reported him 
missing to the Fairhaven Police Department, and the 
United States Coast Guard was alerted at 7:45 pm. 

Even though searchers in helicopters and in boats 
used thermal imaging and night vision technology, they 
still found no sign of the missing man. 

Dourdeville 7 s red kayak was discovered 
unoccupied around 11:00 pm that night, floating near

Inside the kayak, searchers found not just 
one glove, but a pair of gloves, reported Fairhaven 
Police Sergeant Kevin Kobza during a phone interview 
on January 7. No further evidence was found in or 
around the kayak and so far, nothing else belonging to 
Dourdeville has turned up. 

The USCG covered 328 square nautical miles in 
17 hours before calling off its search at 1:13 pm on January 
1, "pending further developments/ 7 However, volunteers 
and local law-enforcement personnel continued to search

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for Dourdeville in the surrounding land areas on foot and 
with all-terrain vehicles into January 2. 

Near blizzard conditions halted these search 
efforts as Winter Storm Hercules dumped about seven 
inches of snow on the Fairhaven coastline. Once the storm 
was over, searchers continued combing the beaches for 
signs of Dourdeville. 

A major search operation on January 5 of the West 
Island vicinity and beyond turned up nothing, despite 
the efforts of about 200 volunteers who showed up to 
assist in the search, following a Facebook post calling for 
volunteers. Bill Tilden, Dourdeville 7 s former track coach at 
Old Rochester Regional High School, made the Facebook 
plea for volunteers to arrive at Town Beach in West Island 
on Sunday to help in the search for Dourdeville. 

Officers from the Bristol County Sherriff 7 s K-9 
Unit also combed the beach on January 5, but search dogs 
found no trace of Dourdeville. 

The Massachusetts Environmental Police now 
leads the limited search with the assistance of the 
Fairhaven Police. 

In a January 5 press release, Kobza stated that a 
meeting has been scheduled with the Massachusetts Law 
Enforcement Council Underwater Search and Recovery 
Team to discuss underwater search options, but no 
specific date was given. 

"There are hundreds of square miles to search in 
the area of Buzzards Bay where Mr. Dourdeville 7 s kayak 
was found adrift/ 7 the press release reads. "In addition to 
the vast ocean area involved in this operation, cold water 
temperatures, frigid wind, and poor weather have greatly 
added to the challenges of the search. 77 

Sgt. Kobza confirmed on Tuesday that the 
meeting is scheduled for Wednesday, January 8, and 
that it is up to the dive unit to decide if it will pursue an 
underwater search for Dourdeville. Kobza added that 
due to the frigid temperatures, all search operations were 
suspended on Tuesday.

When he returned from WWII, Irwin Beal 
(Newton, MA) also returned to a program in which 
he believed: Sea Scouts. Beal had been a Sea Scout in 
the early 1930' s at a time when the program was little 
more than a decade old and that was better known 
in England where it began. Like all Scouting groups, 
adult commitment and expertise were required to make 
the programs strong and viable for the children who 
depended on them. Beal was that kind of leader. He 
remained actively involved in the program for many 
years and brought his own son through it. This son, Alan 
Beal (Falmouth, MA), later became a respected officer in 
the United States Coast Guard and carried on his father's 
mantle as a Scoutmaster with the Sea Scouts and Boy 
Scouts.

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Sea Scouting enjoys a rich history that is not well 
known locally which is surprising given our location 
on the coast. With the many distractions children have 
today Scouting programs struggle to remain significant. 
All Scouting programs have diversified to incorporate 
technical activities geared to the needs of young people, 
and this diversification also includes many co-ed 
programs. Sea Scouts is a co-ed Venturing program. 

Founded in England along the Thames River 
in the early 1900's by Sir Baden-Powell, the original 
organizer of the Boy Scouts, Sea Scouting grew strong 
under the leadership of his brother. During both world 
wars, the English Scouts worked tirelessly scanning the 
coastlines and skies for enemies and reporting suspicious 
activities to military authorities. Scouts were also 
instrumental during the evacuation at Dunkirk. After 
WWII, Sea Scouts expanded more rapidly and today there 
are hundreds of units around the globe. 

One of the guiding principles of Scouting is "Be 
Prepared" and for Sea Scouts that means on the land 
and on the water. For one local girl, the opportunity to 
participate in this unique activity was natural. Emily 
Newell of Mattapoisett (my granddaughter) is also 
Alan Bear's granddaughter. Yet this story is not so much 
about her as it is about a program that warrants greater

The closest unit, or 'ship' as it is called in Sea

learn a variety of basic seamanship skills, along with 
mastering the art of teamwork critical to the success of the 
ship. 

On the Boy Scout website, I found the following 
information: "Sea Scouting is a specialized segment of the 
Venturing program, which was organized to address members' 
boating skills and promote knowledge of our maritime heritage. 
Sea Scout units, called "ships," focus on sailing and cruising 
either sailboats or power vessels. During the boating seasons, 
Sea Scouts learn to maintain and operate their vessel, with a 
focus on learning the safe and proper methods of handling boats. 
Sea Scouts also learn the meaning of buoys and lights, how to 
take advantage of wind and tide, and how to drop anchor or 
approach a dock. Most ships hold formal meetings conducted 
in either full dress or work uniforms. Swimming, lifesaving, 
first aid, Coast Guard Auxiliary Sailing and Seamanship, and 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation courses are taught by our own 
officers. The state safe boating course is also offered by many 
ships."

learned from either the male or female organizations 
stand the test of time. How many of our country's leaders 
have been Boy Scouts or Girls Scouts?

HOLIDAY DANGERS 

What are the most serious holiday dangers to my pet? 
The most common problem associated with pets and the 
Christmas season is the ingestion of tinsel by cats. The tin- 
sel may become lodged in the intestine. The most common 
symptom is frequent vomiting over a short period of time. 
I have heard poinsettias are poisonous. How dangerous are they? 
When eaten, poinsettias cause irritation to the tongue and 
other tissues of the mouth and possibly the stomach. Thus 
they cause discomfort but probably not severe illness. 
How dangerous is chocolate for pets? 
Chocolate is a dose related poison as is coffee. A small 
amount of chocolate is not dangerous, however, when a 10 
pound poodle eats a pound of bakers chocolate, the dogs life 
may be jeopardized. Early signs of chocolate poisoning are 
shaking and hyperactivity.

members waned at bit at that moment. But true to our 
Scout teachings, I was not bullied or ostracized, although 
I was no longer part of the cooking team. 

My son, Emily's father, Jason Newell, enjoyed 
many years in the Boy Scout program, advancing to Life 
Scout and Order of the Arrow status before finding other 
interests that divided his time and attention. But to this 
day, he remains involved as a part-time adult leader and 
chaperon during Sea Scout events. The men who ran the 
Boy Scout program during his childhood stand out for 
him as people of integrity, warmth, and knowledge, with 
a willingness to help a boy appreciate that being a man 
also includes having compassion. 

Every summer, he would go to Boy Scout camp 
for a week of outdoor living and adventure traditional 
to the organization. One summer, he fell very ill about 
a month before the scheduled departure. It seemed as 
if he would not be able to join his pals, and missing 



out on this highly anticipated trip exacerbated his 
sense of detachment at that moment. To his credit, the 
Scoutmaster, William Joyce, arranged for him to go to 
camp and participate in those events his health allowed, 
administered his medications, and returned him home 
restored to near perfect health. It goes without saying 
that with his spirits high, my son's health stood a better 
chance of improving. Though he went to summer camp 
several more years, that summer is crystalized in his 
memory - from a hospital bed to a sleeping bag under the 
stars. 

Beyond her father's and grandfather's 
involvement in Scouting, Newell' s mother (Diane (Beal) 
Newell) was a Girl Scout and a Sea Scout. Her maternal 
grandmother (Donna Beal/ active Sea Scout leader and 
ship treasurer), uncle (Chris Beal /Eagle Scout), aunt 
(Sara Beal /Sea Scout) and several cousins were all 
Scouts. One can say Scouting is in her blood. In the two 
years she has been a Sea Scout, Newell has learned life- 
saving techniques both on and off the water, tying knots 
(of course), plotting and navigating in Buzzards Bay, 
reading navigational maps, boat docking, and working 
as part of a team. The shipmates also camp out during 
the warmer seasons, cruise in and around the coastal 
waterways, participate in group activities with other ships 
in surrounding states, attend regional events, and provide 
community service. Their regular ship meetings are every 
Tuesday evening in Falmouth. 

When I recently spoke to Scout leader Beal about 
the Sea Scouting program he heads up, I asked him what 
was one of the most important aspects of the Venturing 
philosophy. Without hesitation he said, "Preparing our 
young adults to make ethical decisions."

After some exploration of other options and 
some time spent in a larger, 12-passenger bus (which 
Town Administrator Richard LaCamera said cost around

town to provide transportation for its students, and that 
currently, students from Rochester who attend Bristol 
Aggie are shuttled to Stop & Shop in Fairhaven, where 
they then board a larger bus along with other students 
from surrounding towns. 

"We'll have to get together collectively and 
finalize what we're going to do/' said LaCamera, who 
said that the initial cost of the eight-passenger van was 
around $27,000. "We have to find a way to transport 
students." 

In other news, Selectmen approved a contract 
for the new Facilities Manager, Andrew Daniel, who was 
recently named as the replacement for Mike Meunier, 
who retired from the position at the end of 2013. 

Board Chairman Naida Parker indicated that 
Daniel's salary would be around $28,900 for the first 
half of this year until July 1, and that his full-year salary 
would be around $60,000. 

Daniel said that he had officially started earlier 
that day by familiarizing himself with the town's 
buildings, and that he'd already received lists of things 
that needed his attention from those working in the 
buildings. 

"Every place I went, I got a list," he said, noting 
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that he also developed a maintenance request form. 'Til 
keep up with that, and I'll be able to prioritize and get 
busy/ 7 

As for the search for a new Town Planner, 
Selectmen said that they had narrowed it down to one 
candidate - Mary Kane from Mattapoisett - and that they 
would have a joint meeting with the Planning Board to 
interview her. 

Former Town Planner John Charbonneau stepped 
down from the part-time position in September to take a 
position in Raynham. 

LaCamera also said that due to the upcoming 
holiday and because he didn't want to wait any longer to 
present the budget, Selectmen would meet next week to 
discuss budgets for fiscal year 2015. 

He said that he is currently awaiting Old 
Rochester Regional School District's budget, and that 
there is some concern on his end about how much they 
were going to request from the town of Rochester. 

"We are very concerned about it," he said, 
stating that ORR had anticipated around $400,000 in state 
funding that they had not received. "We need to start 
communicating about it now."

Marion Board of Selectmen

Shaun Cormier, the recently hired Facilities 
Administrator for the town of Marion, took center stage 
at the Marion Board of Selectmen's meeting held at the 
Town House on Tuesday. 

Cormier provided a handout, with photos, and 
said that his report included a preliminary review of the 
town's capital assets and his impressions of what needs to 
be done in order of priority 

He stressed that he is new to the town and needs 
time to analyze each and every capital asset, as his job 
requires, but that the task will take time. Cormier said that 
he will help the town in its efforts to assess the assets and 
make recommendations on maintaining and keeping the 
facilities up to date. 

"The Music Hall is the number one priority/ 7 
said Cormier, "because a roof replacement and gutter 
repair are in order." A repointing in various areas of 
the brick building was also noted as a project to be 
completed over time. The report noted that gutter 
damage at the southwest corner of the building is causing 
water infiltration in the basement that could spell major 
problems in the future if not corrected soon.

Cormier noted that local resident Bill Saltonstall, 
a retired architect and solar energy expert and all around 
'great guy 7 , has drafted a plan to remediate the ground 
water that is seeping into the basement floor and causing 
the interior walls of the building to deteriorate. Saltonstall 
is volunteering his time and energy on behalf of the town. 

Other projects include replacing the dugout roofs 
at Washburn Park and exchanging restroom light fixtures 
with Vandal resistant 7 fixtures for proper safety and 
security.

a six-month suspension of the license/ 7 said Perry. Each 
citation, according Perry, resulted in a $25 fine. "I believe 
the fines are not enough to have it sink in and that a six- 
month suspension is needed/ 7 said Perry. 

Selectmen Jon Henry asked various questions, 
noting that he had five children and that people make 
mistakes and learn from them. "Do you understand the 
seriousness of this? 77 asked Henry. "Yes, I do sir/ 7 replied 
Carnazza. 

Selectman Steve Cushing noted that a commercial 
license demanded more, and was held to a higher 
standard, than an individual license to shellfish. 

After some discussion, Selectman Henry said 
that he suggested a 90-day suspension rather than a 
six-month suspension due to the fact that young people 
learn lessons as they grow and figure out how the world 
works.

Updated Map of Marion Discussed 

Marion Planning Board

An updated Geographic Information System 
(GIS) draft of a map of Marion dominated the discussion 
at Monday's meeting of the Marion Planning Board. A 
1999 version of the town map was shown with updates to 
bring it up to 2014 standards. 

John Rockwell, a Marion resident, came before 
the board asking for certification from the Planning Board 
for a proposed map that will be submitted to the Attorney 
General of Massachusetts for approval. 

Rockwell told the board that the current town 
map needed to be updated and submitted to the Attorney 
General to reflect the newly-enacted Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) regulations as well as

to provide a view of the town's current zoning by-law 
overlay. 

The town, according to Rockwell, must submit 
an updated map to the state. "The lot lines [on the new 
map] reflect the true elevation required by FEMA," said 
Rockwell. 

Rockwell did his homework and showed the 1999 
version of the town map with various updates approved 
at town meetings through the years. The new map now 
shows overlays of the Sippican River, the surface water 
overlay, and current FEMA flood plain districts. 

After listening to Rockwell's presentation and 
reviewing the facts presented, the board agreed that six 
changes in zoning had occurred and had been approved 
at town meetings since 1999, with the last change 
occurring on October 10, 2013 with the approval of a solar 
array at the town landfill. 

A lively discussion ensued after the presentation 
by Rockwell, who is a representative for the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition, the Buzzard's Bay Estuary Program, and who is 
also a consultant to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
on wetlands and endangered species. 

Mr. Rockwell is a former member of the Marion 
Planning Board who served for over six years, and he is 
also an expert in flood plain management and Federal

Emergency Management Agency regulations. In 1994, 
Mr. Rockwell wrote a grant that helped the Buzzards 
Bay Estuary Program gain a computer program to track 
wetland and marsh data. "There were no aerial photos 
back then/ 7 said Rockwell. 

"This is a draft, as presented/ 7 said Rockwell, as 
he gave each member of the Planning Board a copy of 
the proposed map. "The last zoning map of Marion was 
in 1999 which showed special uses and revisions from 
previous years," said Rockwell. 

Board member, Steve Kokkins, standing in for 
Chairman, Pat McArdle who could not attend, said that 
it was 'high time to have a revision 7 of the old map of the 
town. 

Rockwell said that the updated map, with 
overlays, will offer town residents a view of the town that 
was not previously available to town residents. 

"It 7 s like back in anatomy class where you can 
overlay the parts of the body ... now we can overlay, like 
a transparency, and flip to see where the Sippican River 
Overlay is located, where the Surface Water Overlay is, 
and where the Flood Plan Districts are and much more," 
said Rockwell.

The Wolf of Wall Street. Starring Leonardo DiCaprio and 
Jonah Hill. Directed by Martin Scorsese. Running time: 
3 hours. MPAA rating: R. 

The Wolf of Wall Street may be the most exuberant 
film about sin ever made. Therein, for many viewers, lies 
the rub: Is it sufficiently scolding about what it shows us? 
When we're following stockbroker Jordan Belfort (Leon- 
ardo DiCaprio) from excess to excess, when the screen 
is full of cocaine and whores and many other signposts 
of profound debauchery, are we supposed to be having 
such a good time? The moralists, made uneasy, rumble 
scornfully Let them rumble: Wolf is a shot of the hard 
stuff, gargantuan and electrifying, a psychotronic epic of 
the id unchecked. It lands with a reverberant thud in the 
midst of the bitter national mood: why do so few have so 
much at the expense of the many who have so little? The 
director, Martin Scorsese, is famously Catholic, and he has 
made a movie that, absent the skin and nose candy, the 
current Pope might agree with. 

But leave such meditations on the film's clean 
intentions to the literal-minded. Wolf of Wall Street is a 
caffeinated (or cocaine-driven) victory of sheer heed- 
less, beautiful filmmaking for its own sake; there isn't a 
dead shot anywhere in its three hours, which go by like 
a comet. Jordan Belfort starts out as a little fish in a big 
pond — baying for money at a large Wall Street firm — 
and, following the crash of '87, finds work at a Long Is- 
land boiler room, selling pink-sheet crap for fifty-percent 
commissions. Soon enough, he filches some co-workers 
and some weed-dealer cronies and starts his own firm, 
with the hilariously patrician name of Stratton Oakmont. 
It's hugely successful, and the men celebrate their own 
stench with marching bands and "blue-chip" prostitutes 
and dwarf-tossing. 

The stench permeates the film: One problem with 
wild excess is that it vampirizes the body and soul. In a 
never-to-be-forgotten sequence, Jordan and his right-hand 
man Donnie Azoff (Jonah Hill) acquire some age-old Lem- 
mon 714 quaaludes; impatient with the drug's delayed- 
action effects, they pop more and more, until they're both 



shambling, drooling, shorted-out robots. Party on, dude! 
The way the situation resolves itself — with Jordan catch- 
ing a Popeye cartoon on TV, using cocaine as spinach, and 
saving Donnie' s life — is Scorsese's sly nod to the "kids, 
don't try this at home" moralism he knows some view- 
ers will demand. The drug-taking looks exhausting, the 
sex is pointedly unsexy. Scorsese shows all this as hollow 
without standing aside and announcing its hollo wness. 
To paraphrase Pauline Kael, you'd have to be a moral 
idiot to find the shenanigans emulable, but the film, like 
Scorsese's GoodTellas, doesn't pretend that excess in itself, 
or the fantasy idea of it, isn't addictive and a great kick. If 
it weren't, who would want it? 

Pumping himself full of toxic salesman air, 
DiCaprio stands astride the orgies with the aura of an 
unquestioned emperor; Wolf, along with Django Unchained 
and The Great Gatsby, completes his trilogy of men blight- 
ed by filthy money. The movie isn't misogynistic, but its 
narrator is, so the women are generally seen as bodies and 
mouths that either add to or subtract from the fun; but 
Cristin Milioti and Margot Robbie take sizable bites out 
of their scenes as Jordan's first and second wives, Joanna 
Lumley does an elegant turn as an aunt who helps Jordan 
launder money, and Stephanie Kurtzuba has a great brief 
bit as one of Stratton Oakmont' s success stories, a single 
mom who went to work for Jordan and pulled herself out 
of poverty. Besides, no movie that hates women would 
linger as it does on the anecdote in which a female staffer 
is offered $10,000 to have her head shaved, does so, and 
then sits there with the ruins of her hair, a stack of green, 
and a visible hole where her dignity used to be. 

If Wolf of Wall Street has a hero, it's FBI Agent 
Denham (Kyle Chandler), a 99-percenter taking on the 
one-percenters who bathe in the blood of other one- 
percenters (which, in turn, affects the 99-percenters that 
the one-percenters employ). Denham shlumps around the 
city in subway cars instead of inside his own helicopter 
or yacht or Porsche, but he sleeps with a clear conscience. 
By the end, Jordan, having done soft time at a minimum- 
security Nevada white-collar prison, is pumping up the 
next generation of swindlers, headlining motivational 
talks for would-be wolves in New Zealand. "Sell me this 
pen!" he demands, narrowing the wolf-eats-sheep ethos 
of finance down to four syllables. GoodFellas sealed Henry 
Hill's moral blankness by having him gripe, "I get to 
live the rest of my life like a schnook." Here, Jordan gets 
to live the rest of his life teaching schnooks to sell other 
schnooks their own pens.
